Says Hogs 


Are My Bread And Butter ”’ 


“Hogs are my bread and 
butter,”’ explained Dolan Averett 
of Enterprise Rt, 2, “ I could 
not operate without hogs. 
They pay the bills -- fuel, la- 
bor, etc, -- for my row crops 
throughout the year,”’ 

In addition to hogs, Averett 
has 270 acres of peanuts, 350 
acres of corn and 50 acres of 
wheat, 

“I have between 60 and 65 
sows and try to have about 
10 of them farrowing each 
month, I wean about eight pigs 
per litter, but save some for 
replacement gilts, This hog 
income really helps out the 
cash flow for my entire oper- 
ation,’’ 


Averett, who has been inthe . 


hog business for about 25 
years, says that year-in and 
year-out he can make a profit 
of $20 to $25 a head growing 
out hogs. 

Coffee County Agent Dan 
Presley says there’s lots of 
interest in expanding hog pro- 
duction in this county. “Our 
hog income now is Slightly 
above $4 million a year,” 
he said, ‘‘If all the people 
who have indicated an interest 
to me follow through, we could 
double our hog income in the 
next few years, 

“And this increase would 
certainly take care of Coffee 
County’s part of Extension’s 
HAMM program -- adding Half 
A Million More hogs in 11 
Wiregrass counties, 

Reaching this goal through-

would add some $44 million to 
the farmers’ pocketbooks but 
would add some $132 million 
in new business activity to the 
area’s economy. 

Averett has his sows di- 
vided into groups of 10. By 
breeding one group each month, 
he has one group moving into 
his 10-crate farrowing house 
monthly. Consequently, he has 
70 to 80 pigs reaching market 
weight each month, 

“This system gives me a 
monthly hog income,” he 
explained. ‘‘There’s another 
advantage to this setup. I 
also get some of the year’s 
high prices as well as the 
lows for my hogs, At least 
I don’t end up with year’s 
lowest prices for all my 
hogs.” 

After pigs are weaned, they 
re moved to a small pasture, 
But 
confinement,” he said. “This 
way hogs will never touch the 
ground, Confinement will lower 
my labor needs, | might also 
get a little better feed effic- 
iency,’”’ 

Averett normally raises the 
corn for his hogs, but dry 
weather wiped out his corn 
crop in 1977. ‘I’ve been buy- 
ing corn since last year,’’ he 
said, ‘I planted 50 acres of 
wheat last fall which I will 
soon be harvesting. This will 
give me some home grown grain 
earlier than I could produce 
any corn, I’m going to feed 
my hogs half corn and wheat 
plus supplement,

Business 


Russell Johnson is employed 
at Ft, Rucker. But 15 to 20 
minutes after leaving the post 
each afternoon, he becomes a 
hog farmer. 

When asked why he’s in the 


hog business, he replied; ‘It’s 


something I’ve always wanted 
to do, I've always wanted to 
farm, And with limited acreage, 
I decided hogs were the best 
for my operation,’’ In fact, 
he’s so sold on the potential 
of hogs that he's invested some 
$30,000 in facilities and equip- 
ment, 

He has the capacity to feed 
out 500 hogs at one time -- 
1,500 per year. Coffee County 
Agent Dan Presley says that 
Johnson’s operation is as 
modern and up-to-date as you’ll 
find anywhere. It’s automated 
all the way. ‘I spend about 
an hour each day looking after 
the operation,"’ he said, 
“That time is spent mainly in 
washing out the facility,” 

Looking into the future John- 
son has a long-range plan, 
“In 10 years I hope to be 
marketing 20,000 hogs a year,” 
he explained, Johnson had 
expansion in mind back when he 
built his present facilities, Hts 
feed mill, bins, pump and la- 
goon are big enough to double 
his capacity. For another 
$6,000 he can double what he’s 
now producing, Johnson used an 
Auburn University designed 
plan in building his facility.

$20 a head profit, He buys 
feeder pigs at one of the 
state’s organized feeder pig 
sales, ‘I want quality pigs,” 
Johnson pointed out. He 


buys only No, 1 and No, 2, 

When he brings newly bought 
pigs to the farm, they're 
placed in one of his 14 pens. 
Each pen holds about 35 pigs. 
For most efficient use of, his 
equipment, he starts out with 
40 pigs per pen. As the pigs 
get larger, he decreases the 
number per pen. By the time 
hogs go to market, there are 
about 25 per pen. 

Johnson buys all of his feed 
-- corn, soybean meal and 
pre-mix -- in bulk and grinds 
and mixes his own ration, 
“My feed mill and bins cost 
me about $16,000,’’ he said, 
“But saving $15 to $20 a ton 
on feed it won't take long for 
the equipment to pay for it- 
self,” 

After feed is prepared it 
is augured into feeders in each 
pen, 

Presley said, ‘‘While John- 
son was planfing his operation 
he kept his waste problem in 
mind, He built a 50- by 100- 
foot lagoon that’s 10 feet deep, 
A good waste disposal system 
is a must,’”’ 

Johnson is also concerned 
about keeping his pigs comfor- 
table, The ceiling of his fac-

‘My hogs helped me pay 
off the notes on my row crops 
last year,’’ said Wayne Smith 
of New Brockton Rt, 1, ‘‘l 
would have been in poor shape 
last year without hogs. Dry 
weather really cut my yields 
on my 86 acres of peanuts in 
Le My ped 

His operation also includes 
75 acres of Soybeans and 125 
acres of corn. 

During most’of 1977, Smith 
had 16 sows and grew out the 
pigs from these sows, 

But he’s gradually shifting 
his operation and will be 
buying more and more of the 
pigs he grows out, Recently 
he completed a 26- by 110- 
foot finishing house, ‘By cut- 
ting some timber and doing most 
of the work myself, | was able 
to build this 350 pig capacity 
facility for about $4,000,” he 


said, ‘I figure | cut my costs 
in half by going this route, 

Coffee County Agent Dan 
Presley provided the plans for 
Smith, Presley said, ‘‘Wehave 
a good variety of plans and 
would welcome the opportunity 
to work with any producer in 
choosing the plan to fit his 
individual operation,” 

Smith’s goal is to market 
100 head of hogs a. month, 
“I may be dreaming,”’ said the 
3l-year-old farmer. ‘But I 
think it’s possible. This will 
give me a monthly income plus 
help with the cash flow of my 
entire operation,” ' 

It takes me two hours a da 
to manage this operation,’’ he 
said, ‘This includes feeding 
and washing out the pens,”’ 

Hogs are a family affair 
for the Smiths. Eleven-year- 


old Dawn Smith will show 
some market hogs in this 
Spring’s 4-H Market Hog Show 
and Sale. Mrs, Smith is also 
an active volunteer 4-H leader 
in Coffee County. 


\Half-A-Million More” 


Alabama Farmers Challenged To Produce ‘' Half A Million More ” 


A $176 million industry for 
11 Wiregrass Counties. That’s 
what anew program announced 
this week by the Alabama Co- 
operative Extension Service 
callled HAMM -- produce HALF 
A MILLION MORE hogs -- 
could mean to these counties. 
The program was announced at 
a noon luncheon in Dothan Tues- 
day, May 16. Naturally, ham 
was served at the event, 

“Reaching this goal of HALF 
A MILLION MORE could put as 
much as $44 million into area 


farmers’ pocketbooks,"’ saidDr. 


J. Michael Sprott, director, Al- 
abama Cooperative Extension 
Service. ‘But this is just part 
of the story. The entire Wire- 
grass will develop new econ- 
omic muscle if HAMM is 
successful because each dollar 
of gross farm income generates 
$3 in business activity. So the 
increase in hog sales would add 
a total of $132 million in bus- 
iness activity. 

Dan Presley, county agent 
for agriculture and natural re- 
sources, said that Coffee C ounty 


farmers will do their part to- 
ward producingmore hogs, “We 
sent some 50,000 hogs to mar- 
ket in 1977. By 1980 our goal 


is to reach the 60,000 mark,” 


Presley said, 

Why grow more hogs in 
Coffee County and the Wire- 
grass’ Sprott points out that 


the area is already the largest 


hog-producing region in Ala- 
bama, Last year the Wire- 
grass produced almost 500,000 


hogs -- nearly half of Alabama's 


market hogs. But production 


has been declining, and the Co- 
opertative Extension Service’s

of the Wiregrass, 


One indicator of this poten- 
tial is the fact that packers in 
the area are now importing 
40 percent of the pork consumed 

But, Sprott said, 
farmers certainly

Swine Will Fit Your 


Swine enterprises -- feeder 
pig production, finishing feeder 
pigs and farrow-to-finish -- 
will fit many farm situations. 

You can operate these en- 
terprises using any of several 
Systems depending on your 
management, capital and labor, 
There are also many types 
of housing and facilities 
to choose from. Of course, 
some systems are more ex- 
pensive than others and cost 
certainly influences what type 
of system you elect to go with. 

Before getting into the swine

In a partial confinement sys- 
tem, the sow and pigs are 
confined from farrowing to 
weaning. The sow herd is 
maintained on pasture or 
dry lot, And the finishing 
operation may or may not be

most profitable farm en- 
terprises. In fact, farmers 
have mide money with hogs 
seven out of the last ten years. 
Fitting well with a variety of 
farm management systems, 
hogs give the farmer a quick 
return on his investment, HALF 
A MILLION MORE looks like too 
good an opportunity for the 
Wiregrass to let it go by with- 
out thoroughly studying it. 


Reaching this goal of pro- 
ducing a half million more 
hogs calls for adding 30,000 
gilts. Farmers will have to 
invest some $15 million in new 
equipment. Almost a quarter 
million tons more feed will be 
needed. And 3,000 boars will 
be needed to service the 30,000 
added gilts. Purebred pro- 
ducers will get a shot in the 
arm by supplying the boars 
and gilts, 


Sprott added that farmers 
wouldn’t be the only ones to
